PotaTorEs.—Prof. Blot, in his lectures 
-on cooking, deprecates the practice of cut- 


ting off such enormously thick parings from | 
potatoes as is the custom of most people,. to | 
save the trouble of neatly digging out the 
eye, which lies deep below the surface.— 
The lecturer’s caution seems to have been 
directed’ simply against the shiftless style of 
manipulation, which wasted a certain bulk 
of potato. If this were the extent of the 
evil, it would hardly be a serious fault, as 
potatoes are cheap and plenty, and the time 
saved might offset the waste of food. The 
truth, is, however, that almost the sole value 


of the potato is near the surface, so near | 


that a very thick peeling would take the 
biggest part of the nutriment. This is at 
once made obvious by examining a thin 
slice of potato with a microscope, when the 
starch granules will be found lying in the 
greatest number in a belt under the skin 
and decreasing toward the centre. They 
‘are placed there for the nourishment of the 
young sprout, which springs from the “eye,” 
and which being like beauty, “only skin 
deep,” is required to go no deeper for its 
food during the germinating process. 


tire nutriment which the potato contains, 


there being only two per cent of gluten, 
while seventy-five per cent is clear water. 


So if it is worth while to eat the potato at 
all, it is obviously foolish to throw away 
the nutriment ane save only the water-cells. 


ayn Enovucu.—A shoemaker 
over in Jersey bought a half acre lot. He 
was fond of fruit and read the papers. The 
soil was wet clay, and he selected fruits 
_ suited to the climate. He built a house 
and put his land in a condition to produce 
fruit. He had no manure but the droppings 
of street cattle. In his leisure, he brought 
from the woods, bark, rotten wood, moss, 
and leaf-mold, which,be mixed with the 
soil three feet deep. is was done by de- 
grees, and as fast as the ground was pre- 
pared he planted fruit. He became so in- 
terested and successful, that he retired from 
the cobbler’s bench. I was his near neigh- 
bor and knew him intimately. His half 
acre supported himself and wife comforta- 
bly, almost in elegance. She had no ser- 
vant, and had a plenty of time to cultivate. 
flowers. Strangers inquired about their 
beautiful home. 


Isabella grapes and common currants | 


formed the bulk of his fruit. With a bet- 
ter selection, his income would have been 
larger. Others have bad the same success 
on small pieces of ground. 

One I knew, who supported his family 
on one acre. Half was in grapes, the crop 
of which in one season sold for $800, and 
he had no labor bills to pay. If concentra- 
tion will give success, let us know it and 
practice it.—Dr. Peck.
